The Ships Come Home 


President Truman and Prime Minister 
Churchill would not of course have issued 
what they call their “last” joint statement 
on the U-boat war unless certain that the 
Allies “have finished the job”. Which 
must be construed to mean that all or 
practically all of the enemy submarines 
have been accounted for one way and an- 
other. If some were still at sea and liable 
to t to piracy, the Battle of the At- 
lantic would not be over. That possibility 
seems to be definitely ruled out by the 
“last” joint statement. 

Canada’s warships are accordingly now 
flocking back to the home ports from their 
Stations oversea and their patrol opera- 
tions. They have, it is given out, definitely 
destroyed 25 of the U-boats, damaged and 
probably destroyed many more, captured 
some. They convoyed 25,343 merchant 
ships across the Atlantic, carrying 181,- 
000,000 pounds of munitions and other war 
and civilian supplies. That is a war rec- 
ord of which the country will forever be 
proud. 

As the ships come in our Atlantic ports 
are witnessing scenes they never saw be- 
fore; whole squadrons of Canadian des- 
troyers, corvettes, minesweepers, patrol 
vessels, anchored there in peacetime—so 
far as concerns the Atlantic and the waters 
beyond. They have seen these vessels in 
war years, though never in such numbers 
at one time, but they never saw the like in 
pre-war days. 

For the reason that few of these ships 
had then been built. All but « “hand full” 
have been constructed since September, 
1939. To people in Halifax, Yarmouth and 
other ports along the eastern seaboard the 
reality and the size of Canada’s navy is 
being thus brought home more clearly than 
was possible while the ships were scatter- 
ed over thousands of miles of ocean. 

Tt is unfortunate that Canadians every- 
where cannot get a sight of our assembled 
fleet. That would make them conscious as 
they cannot otherwise be of the place Can- 
ada has come to om as a maritime power. 


The Nazis Listen In 


Nazism didn’t die when Germany sur- 
rendered, nor the propaganda men turn 
to honest labor, Allied authorities find that 
under-cover agents of the cult are busy in 
the Rhineland. There they are spreading 
the idea that Russia and the western Allies 
are nearing a breach, and likely to soon be 
fighting each other. 

There is of course no danger that these 
promoters of evil can start up the war 
again, nor much likelihood that they have 
any such hope in mind. But they are keep- 
ing alive, or trying to keep alive, the spirit 
of hate, and perhaps aiming to create an 
underground organization as the germ- 
carrier of World War ITI. Quite likely they 
will be identified and rounded-up in due 
course, and investigation made as to who 
is paying them. 

What is of some importance is that a 
series of unhappy incidents have supplied 
material for mischief-makers of this type, 
and have given Germans generelly cuuse to 
wonder if Allied solidarity is as rea) as it 
has been represented to be. The open dis- 
pute over Poland was one of these. The 
disagreement in Syria was another. A third 
was Moscow's request that American 
troops withdraw from the Russian occupa- 
tion zone. Equally bad have been the ex- 
changes between Russian and British

Tt is good news, for this as for other 
reasons, that Marshal Stalin, Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and President Truman are 
to meet soon. Among other things, it is to 
be hoped they can devise some process by 
which inter-Allied disputes will be adjust- 
ed and arranged in the quiet atmosphere of 
friendly consultation, without the varied 
and conflicting views being blared from 
the house-tops. 

There are matters which are best set- 
tled by “shirt-sleeve” diplomacy, But 
matters on which the Allies do not see 
eye to eye do not come within that cate- 
gory. The less bickering Germans hear 
between the Allied powers the less atten- 
tion they will pay to predictions of a fall- 
out, the sooner they will reconcile them- 
selves to the idea that the “blitzkrieg” days 
are gone for good, and the more readily 
they will make up their minds that Ger- 
many must return to civilized ideals before 
it can again be ven 

The United Nations Relief and Rehabil- 
itation Administration is hard pressed to 
discover where supplies are to come from 
with which to feed and clothe the war vic- 
tims in the Nazi-exploited countries in 
Europe next winter. To make up our share 
of the requirements it has been suggested, 
unofficially, that meat, clothing and shoes 
may have to be rationed in Canada. If so, 
Canadians generally will put up with the 
restrictions without grumbling. Having 
freed these millions from political bondage 
the Allies cannot let them starve or die 
from cold and diseases caused by exposure.

When all the tumult and the 
shouting have died the student will 
be driven to admit that the German 
army is the most remarkable force 
in the world. The people take to 
warfare naturally, almost with re- 
lief. They have a natural aptitude 
for it, in a way that no other nation 
can equally claim. I have little 
doubt that when the losses of the 
Russians are made known—if ever 
they are—we shall’ find that they 
are immensely greater than the 
Germans’. 

And when we survey the amount 
of force which has had to be mobil- 
ized to defeat the Germans we shall 
be astonished. To the very end 
they maintained their discipline. I 
never felt much belief in the sug- 
gested prolonged resistance in 
pockets; and in the event the sol- 
diers surrendered with the same 
discipline that made them hold out 
so long. 

Most soldiers know what it is 
to fight without air cover; but the 
Germans came in the end to find 
their Luftwaffe “shot out” and their 
armor in little better case. But they 
fought on, and many British units, 
who can face any troops in the 
world, were compelled to fight as 
never before in these last months. 

* * * 

We can recognize all this without 
becoming mesmerized by it. But 
the theory of a Herrenvolk may 
derive from it, and at least it is cer- 
tain that the Germans lost their 
heads over it. .

They 
had made their plans, like every 
aggressor, at their leisure. Hitler 
even admitted, later on, that the 
war came at the best moment 
for them; and this means that 
he launched it at what he con- 
sidered the oppoftune moment, 
But he seems to have lost his 
head entirely when the develop- 
ment towards which he had 
Shaped his course actually came 
about. France was out; but he 
felt he must turn on Paris. But 
Paris would keep; and he should 
have foreseen that Britain's de- 
fencelessness would pass. There 
was no sufficient consideration of 
his objective in terms of real 
things. When it is idly said that 
France was “ripe” to fall and 
Hitler knew it, that is the worst 
condemnation he can suffer; the 
ripe fruit falls of itself. 

Hitler had shown in Mein 
Kampf that he knew what the 
fibre of Britain is; and yet, when 
the chance came to strike her 
down there was no preparation, 
because he had not thought his 
problem through. 

Sea power ultimately broke 
him because it enabled Britain 


) and the United States to invade his 
| “fortress”. There was the same lack 


of vision about his approach to air 
power. The captured generals have 
all emphasized the effect of the 
Allies’ strategic bombing; and there 
can be no doubt now about the 
part it played. How right, again, we 
were in placing so much of our 
strength in the R.A.F.; how right 


jto allow Air Chief Marshal Harris 


to have his head. It was we 
who demonstrated the deeper im- 
aginative insight into the possi- 
bilities of air power. 

It was we, too, who saw the 
inspired integration of ground, 
sea and air power take shape and 
blossom into a mighty instrument 
of destruction. But, while this 
be 
applied, the air force went ahead 
its destructive attacks on 
German factories and communi- 
cations, so that production was 
cut down, both directly and in- 
directly, by being rendered unavail- 
able. 

* * & 

It was the antecedent blunders 
that led to gross errors in the 
war. When, too late, the Ger- 
mans opened the Battle of Britain, 
as a preliminary to invasion, the 
initial error began to have fatal re- 
sults.

Stake. Hitler attacked Russia, and 


| later challenged the United States. 


The Russian adventure was the 
fruit of the obsession with the 
“siege” side of sea power. But it 
was so gross a miscalculation that 
it led eventually to his undoing. 

The challenge to America was 
an attempt to divert supplies from 
Britain. When Japan attacked, it 
is true, there was a diversion of 
shipping to the Pacific: and if this 
had been avoided, or moderated, 
the war might have ended sooner. 
But the genera! effect was fatal for 
Germany. With the United States 
in the war, it became certain that, 
sooner or later, Germany would be 
invaded in force. But errors breed 
errors. These blunders of 1941 were 
bred by the short-sightedness with 
which Germany had entered the 
war. 


* * * 

Best of all is it to recollect that, 
on the very edge of strategic dee 
feat, we discovered two commande 
ers whose names wil! compare with 
any in the world. Alexander and 
Montgomery are very different in 
character; but each of them has 
taken his military prisoners and 
fought the best German units to 
destruction. We have many feats 
of which to be proud: but this was 
no single army's victory, and it is 
to the credit of Gen. Eisenhower 
that he achievefd something that 
had never been done before: he 
made out of heterogeneous units 
from many parts of the world a 
homogeneous force that broke Gere 
many’s professional army. 

It is certain that the victory be- 
longs to the United Nations, though 
Russia, the United States and Brit.

War veterans would be well ad- 
vised to think about getting a job 
before their hard-earned gratuity 
money slips away, Fred J. White, 
regional superintendent, Unem- 
ployment Insurance Commission, 
Commission, Winnipeg, said Thurs- 
day. “It is only natural that after 
his war experiences, the ex-service- 
man should want to relax and en- 
joy some rehabilitation leave, but 
it is a good plan for him to keep in 
mind his responsibilities for the

Mr. White explained that when 
a man is about to be discharged, 
he is interviewed at the discharge 
depot by a representative of the 
local employment office, who ad- 
vises him of his rights to re-instate- 
ment, his rights under the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Act, and oppor- 
tunities for employment. 

This interview is more or less 
preliminary, because at this point 
the man is more concerned about 
getting home than he is in getting 
a job, he said. But once his leave 


lis over, whether he has a former 


job to go back to or not, he should 
lose no time in calling at the 
Armed Forces Registration Unit in 
his local employment office, where, 
after he has stated his preference 
for the type of work he wishes to 
do, he is referred to the section 
handling such employment oppor- 
tunities, and directed to suitable 
work if it is available.

PARIS, June 14—(AP)—Allied 
Supreme Headquarters announced 
yesterday that except for a few 
stragglers, all British and United 
States prisoners of war have been 
brought out of Germany. 

Some 167,800 British prisoners 
| and 91,000 American prisoners have 
been recovered. 

ASH said 2,413,000 displaced nat-

been repatriated, leaving 2,068,000 
to be returned home. In addition, 
31,000 Italians of the 271,000 found
